The trip, out of which grew criti- 
cism of the superintendent in a Cov- 
ington paper, had three objects, said 
Mr. Dunaway. He made it to com- 
plete arrangements for obtaining some 
seed wheat, to exchange some hogs 
for another breed and to get some 
burr clover seed, Mr. Dunaway stated. 

He explained further that Williams 
was allowed to see his wife and daugh- 
ter at his home.

“My wife and myself had been, as 
we thought, and had every reason to 
think, the warm personal friends of 
Walter Candler and his wife before 
their recent separation, and of Can- 
dier himself since that time. We 
visited and took meals at his home, 
f#nd were shown the greatest kindness 
and highest respect by him, his wife 
and their children. We thought if 
we had any true friends, the Candler 
family were among them. 

“After the separation Candler 
wanted to take a trip to Europe and 
take with him his two girls, one 11 
years old and the other 9 years oid. 
Hie urged my wife and myself to alse 
“0. Ile wanted us to go, not only 
for our own pleasure, but also for the 
help Mrs. Byfield would give in loor- 
ing after and caring for his two 
girls. We finally succumbed to his 
persuasion and agreed to go, 

Money From Bank, 

“T was a customer of his bank, and 
as an inducement for us to make the 
trip he agreed that he or his bank 
would lend me what money I might 
Jack to take the trip. Acting upon 
that agreement, I did not take all 
the money neeessary to meet expenses. 
That fact was understood and acqui- 
esced in by Candler. 

“We took ship at New York on 
July 11, the two girls having state- 
rooms near that of my wife. On 
the trip my wife gave the girls that

care and attention that any good 

an would have given two mothestess 
girls, On the night of the 16th, 
the night of the tragedy, she aided in 
giving medical treatment to one of 
the girls and aided both of them in 
retiring for the night. 

“The 16th was our last n.ght on 
the boat, and the usual jolly spirit was 
among all the passengers. A mar- 
ried couple (eminently respectable, 
as we then believed and as I now 
believe) invited my wife, myself, 
Candler and his two girls to a final 
dinner, which we all attended and 
of which all partook, and enjoyed. 
At the dinner champagne was served, 
of which we all, except the girls, par- 
took in moderation. 

“After the dinner the Candler girls, 
with the aid of Mrs. Byfield, were 
put to bed’ The balance of the party 
went on deck and began taking part 
in the gaiety that usually occurs the 
last night on ship. Neither myself, 
my wife nor Candler became intoxi- 
cated—each of us was happy and in 
good humor, bu¢ all of us were in 
full possession of our faculties. 

Heard Wife Cry. 

“Finally my wife left the party, go- 
ing to her stateroom, and I immédi- 
ately followed her. After staying a 
while I returned to the party on deck, 
feeling that we had left rather ab- 
ruptly and, the party might think, 
rudely. I stayed with the party a 
few minutes and then started for my 
stateroom. When near the stateroom 
I was startled by the outery of: my 
wife. I sprang to the stateroom and 
opened the door. I saw Candler in 
a struggle with my wife; the bed 
coveri was stripped from -her and 
her night clothes were disheveled. 

“I was unarmed; did not have 
even a pocketknife, but with my naked 
hands I did my best to kill him. I 
lost all reason, all sense of right and 
justice and, to my shame, forgetting 
that my wife’s cries had called me 
to the room, I assailed my wife as well 
as Candler. 

“The charge that when I entered 
the room I said: “Now, I have got you 
and I have been suspecting this for 
six months; you must pay me $25,000, 
is infamously false and one which no 
man, except such as Candler, would 
make. I never had the least suspicion 
of Candler. I thought him a clean 
man. It never occurred to me that he 
would seek to debauch the wife of his 
friend and the intimate companion of 
his wife and helpless, motherless fe- 
male children. : 

Asked For Nothing. 

“rhe turmoil in the hearing of his 
girls, brought some of the ship people 
and they stopped the fight, and my 
wife locked the stateroom against 
everybody. No one can apprehend my 
menta! condition. I felt that my 
whole life had been destroyed. Mv 
wife, outraged at my assault, would 
not see me; I did not bave a friend

“TI asked nothing of Candler.

I had expected to borrow from the | 
man whose perfidy had just come to.

“In this dazed and helpless condi- 


tion, Candler himself came, cringingly | 
and cowardly, and begged me fo let | 


him, as best he could, make amends 
for his wrong to me. He reminded me 
that, as a result of the night's horror, 
my business would inevitably suffer 
and that §25,000 would not be more 
than just compensation. He then made 
no denial or excuse for his conduct, 
but freely admitted it in the presence 
of one of the ship’s inspectors. In an 
evil hour, dazed, hopeless and desper- 
ate. on the morning of the outrage I 
took a check for $25,000. 
“Exonerating Letter Fake.”

There was no pretense by Candler or 
anyone else that the letter was the 
truth; he only wanted it in ex¢hange 
for the notes and money and as a 
means of concealing his conduct on 
ship. 

“It is easy to condemn me; indeed, 
I ought to be condemned for taking 
the check and afterwards making the 
exchange. But most of all, I condemn 
myself, and ought to be condemned by 
others, for signing the letter. But the 
circumstances under which I signed 
it ought not to be. overlooked. I was 
induced by a man I thought my friend 
(but in fact a friend of Candler’s) to 
visit a room in the hotel, in which I 
found Candler and two other men. All 
the papers, including the letter, were 
already prepared. The three men, 
called by Candler “gamblers,” stood 
threateningly around me. I desper- 
ately needed the money to get out of 
Paris and back home. I was alone 
and had the greatest fear for the per- 
sonal safety of myself and wife if I 
failed to sign. I felt that I must sign, 
and I signed. 

“Clearly, in spite of my desperate 
plight, I ought to have spurned any 
settlement with this young money up- 
start, and ought to have taken ven- 
geance. That would have ended, as to 
him, debauchery and betrayal of 
friendship. ButIdidnot dothat, but 
went through the form of settling with 
and exonerating him, and for not do- 
ing it I am open to the gravest cen- 
sure and blame. 

“Plain Ugly Truth.” 

“This is the plain, ugly, naked 
truth. If it hurts me, I will take the 
hurt, and will bear it as courageously 
as I can. I was born and raised in 
this county. My father and mother, 
honest folks, were raised here before 
me. No wrong has ever been charged 
against either of us until I came, in 
an evil hour, in contact with Candler. 

“But what about my girl wife? 
She is now only 21 years old. She 
has done no wrong; she had com- 
mitted no indiscretion. She had no 
part or parcel in the check or. note 
transaction. She has never advised 
or consented to it; she has given 
Candler no letter of exoneration. She 
has been assaulted, humiliated and 
shamed by this man. She has been ill 
ever since this dastardly outrage; is 
now in bed, and will likely remain so 
for days to come. No matter what 
about me—is he, protected by his 
boasted wealth, to go unwhipped by 
justice?

The president is ready, if neces- 
sary, to place the operation of hard- 
pressed railroads under the protee- 
tion of federal troops and to call 
upon the public for support in the 
railroads’ effort to keep transporta- 
tion going. 

Such a course, because of the smal] 
size of the American “peace army,” 
would necessitate either an increase 
in the army appropriation bill, per- 
mitting of augmented enlistments or 
a call for volunteer service in the im 
terest of peace and protection along 
the rails. Estimates of the cost of 
furnishing supplies, pay and other 
necessities In such an emergency 
range as high ag $500,000,000. 

This might be reduced because, 
through settlement of the coal strike 
in some distriets, national guards- 
men on duty now, could be diverted 
to railroad protection. 

Would Call On Strikers. 

In conection with this course, the 
president would call upon all striking 
shopmen to return to work, as he 
called upon the miners when the coal! 
strike negotiations were broken off. 

But, while all of this is in mind, 
the president will hope, up to thirty 
minutes before he goes before con- 
gress, that some other means save such 
action will be found to settle the pres- 
ent rail tie-up. His trip to congress is 
scheduled primarily to make a report 
on the situation growing out of the 
rail and coal strikes. _ What, if any, 
recommendations he makes for legis- 
lation, it was officially stated at the

The entire cabinet meeting Tuesday 
was devoted to discussion of the in- 
dustrial situation.

SCHOOL SAVINGS. 
Practical instruction in thrift is, 


perhaps, the most important recent| 


development in the education of 
children. Cities, counties and 
states are rapidly adopting school 
savings -plans. The Constitution 
recently pointed out the splendid 


results attained in the West Vir- 


ginia schools in a short six months’ 
period. 

Los Angeles has just adopted a 
school savings plan along some- 
what different lines, claiming it 
eliminates some of the faults of 
other systems. Los Angeles says 
its plan has lowered the expense of 
installing and maintaining the sys- 
tem, that the detail work required 
of teachers has been reduced and 
simplified and that the pupils are 
taught to transact their business di- 
rect with the banks. 

Instead of teachers making daily 


sales of 5-cent stamps which pupils’ 


paste in their bank books, as in 
West Virginia, the Los Angeles 
teachers provide each school child 
with a home safe holding coins of 
every denomination and periodical- 
ly distribute among them thrift 
literature supplied by the banks. 
When the pupil gets a dollar or 
more in his safe he takes it to any 
bank—a member of the school 
Savings association—which he may 
select, and starts his savinrs ac- 
count or adds to what he already 
has on deposit. 

The “heme safe” plan is not new, 
even to the school children: of Los 
Angeles, some 20,000 of whom are 
said to be already using it. In fact 
every progressive bank in the coun- 
try uses the home safe to aid and 
attract depositors and to increase 
its savings deposits. The new fea- 
ture of it is the distribution of a 
uniform home safe through the pub- 
lic schools, and, incidentally, such 
instruction as the teacher may see 
fit to give along with the Savings 
literature distributed among the 
children. 

This eliminates, in a measure, 
the element of class competition 
which, as has been found in West 
Virginia, has proven an important 
factor in building schoo] savings. 
Whether the other advantages 
claimed will make up for a loss of 
that kind must be determined by 
experience.

HOW MEASLES SPREADS. 

The grannies still tmagine as ac- 
tively as ever about measles and scar- 
let fever. ‘The unenlightened mother 
still worries as much as ever about 
ithe “rash striking in” and causing 
some dire result. Some heaith -of- 
ficers and school medical inspectors 
still pursue the same old tactics as 
ever in “controlling” these diseases. 
There are hundreds of publie schools 
in cities iw many parts of the coun- 
try where children are deliberately 
admitted to school while in the most 
or infectious stage of 
infantile paralysis.

Health officers and school medical 1n- 
spectors know that this is true, but 
haven't the moral courage, in many 
instunces, to insist on isolation of ev- 
presenting symptoms of 
cold.’ The better schools do 
exclude every child who comes to 
school with a running nose, cough 
or sore throat, but such potentially 
dangerous diseases are permitted to 
run rampant througn many a_ school 
room because health supervision is 
bad. The difficulty seems to be that 
the American people like to imagine 
they can purchase eompetent health 
protection for a price which wouldn't 
buy the services of an ordinary doe 
tor. let alone a trai ined health expert. 

Measles doesn't “strike in” any 
more than infantile paralysis or diph- 
theria does. The notion that the child 
is endangered if the rash fades is re- 
verse logic, the truth is that there is 
no such fading of the rash except as 
a result or consequence of some grave 
complication developing in the course 
of measles. The rash fades only as 
the effect of a failing circulation. 
not as a cause of any untoward event. 
So when the harpies frighten a moth- 
er With yarns of the “rash striking in” 
the only proper treatment is to give 
‘em the gate. The rash may be caused

Measles is not spread through the 
rash.

Suggests Cutting’: 
Rediscount Rate. 
On Farm Paper 


W ashington, August 15.—Establish- 
ment of a special rediscount rate of 

, 1-2 per cent on agricultural papers 
is under consideration by the federal 
reserve board, officials said today. 
The proposal has been laid before the 
federal reserve banks, it was ex- 
plained, and action by the board is 
being withheld pending their replies. 
although. officials indicated, the sug- 
gestion was not meeting with favor 
generally. 

As suggested, officials explained, the 
spe@al farm rate would enable banks 
which made loans for agricultural pur- 
poses—upon the sec urity of farm nro- 
ducts—-to rediscount at 3 1-2 per cent,

SUMTER COUNTY 
PROPERTY VALUES 
DECREASE $791,707 


Amerieus, Ga., August 15.—(Spe- 
cial,)—Taxable values in Sumter 
county declined $791,707 during the 
past year, according to figures made 
public here this afternoon. The total 
taxable values as determined by the 
board of tax equalizers, which has 
just finished revising returns, are 
given at $9,787,592, which compares 
with $10,579,299 last year. 

Of the total returns for 1922, 
whites own $8,883,092, and negroes 
$804,500. The decrease in values is 
chargeable chiefly to property owned 
by white people, this class of prop- 
erty falling off in value approximate- 
ly a million dollars, while that owned 
by negroes fell off only about $80,- 
000 in taxable values. 

The tax rate last year was $17 
per thousand, but it is indicated 
this will be raised this year because 
of the large falling off in taxable 
values, much of which is represented 
in declines in the market price of 
farm lands.

SILVER ANSWERS 
CRITICS OF FORD 
SHOALS PROPOSAL 


Washington, August 15.—Reply- 
ing to criticism by Senator Harreld, 
of Oklahoma, and other members of 
congress that Henry Ford in his pro- 
posed contract for taking over’ the 
Muscle Shoals project does not gua- 
rantee to manufacture fertilizer, Gray 
Silver, Washington representative of 
the American Farm Bureau Feder- 
ation, today wrote them calling at- 
tention to section fifteen if the Ford 
offer which he quotes as stating that 
“the manufacture, sale and distribu- 
tion of commercial! fertilizer constitute 
one of the principal consideration of 
this offer.” 

Mr. Silver declared this the most 
important provision in the contract 
and one the violation of which pro- 
vides grounds for the institution of 
proceedings by the attorney-general to 
cancel the entire lease. 

“Not only does Mr. Ford guarantee 
to manufacture fertilizer but he states 
that he will make 40,000 tons of ni- 
trogen equal to one-fifth of ofr total 
annual consumption in fertilizer and 
he will do so with the most cconmi- 
eal power available, continues Mr. 
Silver’s letter. 

The failure to make eight per cent 
profit, or the failure’to make any pro- 
fit, or the inability to manufacture 
this fertilizer at less than it is sold 
is not a ‘cause beyond its control’ and 
would not give him the right to cease 
the manufacture of the full amount 
of fertilizer. 

“Mr. Ford’s proposal is to ‘manu- 
facture nitrogen and other commer- 
cial fertilizers, mixed or unmixed and 
with or without filler, according to 
demand.’ Other commercial fertili- 
zers must include phosphate or pot- 
ash fertilizer ingrelients, as distin- 
guished from nitrogen commerciaf fer- 
tilizers. Mr. Ford will not fulfill his 
contract if he does not produce other 
fertilizer materials, such as potash 
and phosphate. 

“The methods of producing phos- 
phate fertilizers are well-known,” the 
letter concludes, “and the source of 
material is within forty-miles of the 
Muscle Shoals plant in the Tennessee 
phosphate fields, and there “re great 
possibilities in the production of pot- 
ash fertilizer ingredients, as distin- 
the electric furnace and from other 
substances.” 


Ruins of Vast City 
Hitherto Unknown 
Found in Colombia 


Chicago, August 15.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.) —Ruins of an ancient 
city of great size. hitherto unknown, 


have been uncovered in Columbia by 
the South American archaeological ex- 


ural history, Chicago, working under 
the leadership of Dr. Mason. 
The ruins of the city, or collection 
of villages, are in a portion of Co- 
lumbia that is now uninhabited. 

It is evident, the museum announc- 
ed today that this was one of the 
great centers of the world but even 
today its name is unknown. 

The finds indicate that in ancient. 
times the country was densely inhab- 
ited by settled agricultural, tribes 
who were semi-civilized. They were 
expert builders and possessed great 
skill in the working of gold and pre- 
cious. stenes.

At 1 Cent Per Weevil 


Columbus, Ga., August 15.—(Spe- 
cial.) —A spectacular fight agaist the 
boll weevil is being waged on a big 
plantation just southwest of the city, 
where Arthur Bussey, Columbus cap- 
italist, has 300 acres in cotton. 

Mr. Bussey is paying a cent each 
for all weevils captured on his farm. 
During the past week a total of 10%,- 
000 boll weevils were caught, counted 
and burned on the plantation, and at 
the end of the week Mr. Bussey paid 
$1,075 for this~service. 

His offer holds good again this week 
and an army of boll weevil pickers are 
again in the cotton rows, making good 
money.

Bell- 
wood’s head was crushed with a club.
